Give description your farm, family 
and Guernseys. 

SMITH Our farm hectares (100 
acres) with four hectare (12 acres) run- 
off that also milked on. these hect- 
ares, only hectares (74 acres) are suit- 
able for milking cows on. The balance 
steep country that planted pine trees 
with our yearling heifers grazing the grass 
under the trees.

HOPE Tiresford situated the county

The calves 
don’t rear are sent for slaughter when they 
are four more days old. The cows are 
mated for about five weeks from 
early October, about being mated 
Guernsey with the balance Jersey. 
Cows are fed predominantly pasture with 
the maize silage fed during August and 
September, and any grass silage fed from 
late February until about mid-May. The 
cows are milked side herring- 
bone dairy with milking taking about one 
hour and minutes twice day. use 
mostly American sires with some Austra- 
lian. Usually more than straws are 
used from any one bull. All our founda- 
tion Guernseys are English Guern- 
sey Island bulls, some which still 
have.

MOORE Lavon Farms located 
Plano, Texas, which miles north 
Dallas, Texas, and two miles east High- 
way 75. situated the Black Lands 
Central Texas. Purchased 1936 
William Lee Moore, the farm originally 
was used for weekend retreats and plea- 
sures with raising variety farm ani- 
mals and Tennessee walking horses. 
1950, the family Guernsey was rapidly 
becoming the family business. The Guern- 
sey cow surpassed all other breeds and 
species the farm dominance, and the 
farm evolved into Lavon Farms Guernseys. 
The man responsible for this evolution was 
William Lee Moore Jr. After his death 
January 1996, his youngest son, Todd 
Moore took over operation the business. 
Still today, Guernseys are the focus for 
survival and pleasure Lavon Farms. The 
current herd consists 120 milking 
Guernseys and 110 replacements. The 
January 1998 rolling herd average was 
15,467 pounds milk.

When were you introduced the Guern- 
sey breed? Who got you started and when? 
SMITH first became aware Guern- 
seys 1982 through catalogue from 
semen supplier. trialed straws 
Tannery Hills Champion Claude and got 
three heifers. For number years, 
used Guernsey semen over about per- 
cent our herd. The herd currently has 
percent the cows sired Guern- 
sey bull. have full-blooded Guern- 
seys but have pursued the cross-bred route 
for productivity. 

HOPE worked for many years with Hol- 
steins before coming Tiresford March 
1990 with wife, Sue, and our two sons, 
John and Peter. farm Tiresford 
“share farmer” with partner, John 
Posnett, who great worker and enthu- 
siast for our breed. The herd that time

had 119 cows, and immediately went 
out sales and bought some more cows. 
have quota produce 620,000 liters 
milk year, but with our expansion 
plans, this will have increased pur- 
chasing some more. attempt build 
numbers quickly, have purchased 
lot animals from dispersal sales. This 
has had its problems, not least which 
our exposure new diseases and new 
strains old diseases that are now hav- 
ing vaccinate against. With hindsight, 
would have multiplied numbers through 
our own breeding, even this had meant 
breeding from what saw inferior 
dams. 

KOTZE The Langrietvlei herd was es- 
tablished father 1970. father 
took over the farm with Friesland cows 
1960. that stage, most the local farm- 
ers were producing cream for butter pro- 
duction and rearing calves from the sepa- 
rated milk. 

father had always fancied Guern- 
sey and was very keen herdsman. rec- 
ognized the potential the Guernsey 
dairy cow with its quality milk. that 
stage, the milking parlour and machines 
had become very popular, and decided 
start dairy and produce fresh milk for 
the Cape Town market. 

MARWOOD saw first Guernsey 
cows while working the during 1978 
and 1979. used our first Guernsey se- 
men 1986 while were still 
sharemilking, but our first heifer calves 
were not born until 1988. joined the 
New Zealand Guernsey Association 
1989. 

MCNABB grandfather bought his 
first Guernseys 1927. was born into 
Guernseys. When was young, father 
and two his brothers all had Guernsey 
herds. Family gatherings were like small 
association meetings. have enjoyed work- 
ing with the Guernseys, and they have al- 
ways provided good living for family.

Since the ban importation semen 
from the UK, due BSE, have not been 
able use semen from there, which 
prefer because they seem slightly 
smaller cow. 

MCNABB have been lucky not have 
had too many obstacles this business. 
was fortunate take over very well-man- 
aged family farm. The one disappointing 
factor has been the ratio heifer and bull 
calves born the farm. 

Since 1989, have had about per- 

cent bulls and percent heifers. The lack 
opportunity cull has lowered the qual- 
ity our herd. Another issue have no- 
ticed the high turnover our herd, and 
our breed tends higher our provin- 
cial data well. 
MOORE The largest obstacle have 
faced with breeding and showing Guern- 
seys the negative perspective many 
dairymen have the breed. Over the years, 
the Guernsey breed has fallen poor re- 
gard simply due few bad herds ex- 
amples the breed shows and sales. 

Another large obstacle the teaching 
university professors young dairy stu- 
dents the emphasis that there only one 
breed dairy cattle and “bash” the other 
breeds. breeders need con- 
cerned with this and make every effort 
improve the image our breed. 
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you had start all over again, what 
would you differently? 

SMITH has always been our dream 
have herd purebred Guernseys. 
would have paid more selective 
our herd sires and perhaps chased the 
embryo road instead relying our own 
herd base improve genetics. course, 
finance has always been the equation, 
but there very small market for Guern- 
sey stock New Zealand. 

would use more semen than did get 
more foundation stock quicker and maybe 
import some embryos. 

MCNABB had start all over, 
would not anything any differently. 
graduated with degree agriculture, 
worked years income-sharing 
agreement with parents and purchased 
the farm 1989. was fortunate the 
only child interested farming, and there- 
fore some decisions were much easier for 
parents. 

MOORE had start over again with 
only the lessons have learned date, 
would only make two changes. would 
start off with close relationship with 
veterinarian who can advise feed, par- 
lor equipment and management cattle 
well health care. would also start 
off with full-time rotational grazing pro- 
gram. 


What advice you have for other young 
people who want get involved the 
dairy industry? 

SMITH Take slowly and prepared 
without, for example, lifestyle, new 
cars, fancy machinery, etc. Work for above 
average farmers and learn from them. 
New Zealand, getting more difficult 
purchase farm with land prices high, 
but still achievable with good sound 
farming knowledge, hard budgeting skills 
and the will want that farm badly 
enough.

HOPE would advise any young person 
this country who considers career 
the dairy industry pay great attention 
his training and education. Although 
obviously great ideal farm for your- 
self, the difficulties that surround that ideal 
for someone from background that not 
able finance can almost insur- 
mountable. 

However, must remembered that 
farm, one does not have farm for one- 
self, and there are many excellent oppor- 
tunities for herd managers and farm man- 
agers highly capitalized units. 
KOTZE advice young people who 
wish become involved with the dairy in- 
dustry firstly, they must committed 
and also dedicated for life the dairy in- 
dustry because the capital outlay vast. 
Visit many dairy operations possible 
before deciding how and what you require. 
Secondly, decide what your goal will be, 
for example, the number cows that you 
eventually would like milk and plan ac- 
cordingly with regard the size your 
parlour, bulk milk tank etc. Become in- 
volved with fellow dairymen improve 
your knowledge herd management be- 
cause dairy farming means involvement 
365 days the year! 

MARWOOD For anyone wanting be- 
come involved dairying, would sug- 
gest they one the courses available 
and gain any qualifications they can. Also 
gain much experience that they can 
different farms see what style dairy- 
ing best suits them. 

MCNABB The advice would give oth- 
ers the need for the right attitude. The 
dairy business very tough business 
you, both physically and mentally. You 
need start out with sound cattle and 
manage every aspect your farm thor- 
oughly. participate annually 
analysis program which allows track 
trends our farm and compare ourselves 
with other dairy farms Ontario. 
MOORE some- 
one who considering

The TMR fed the milk cows 
balanced for percent protein and 80- 
megacals energy. They feed pre- 
fresh ration dry cows three weeks be- 
fore freshening which consists the in- 
gredients that are the milk cow ration.

Although this 
sometimes different with the bulls that 
are available, they feel that breeding for 
strength, sound feet and legs, and udders 
with the capacity for high production that 
are not too deep and with correct teat place- 
ment, very important. 

This brought out the fact that over 
the years, their show string has consisted 
some their best producers. The 
Marfred Farm herd has won the breed’s 
premier breeder banner the National 
Guernsey Show Louisville, Kentucky, 
five times, including 1993, 1994, 1995 and 
1996, and the Premier Exhibitor banner 
twice.

strength. Steve Mills mentions, “To keep 
the breed moving forward, must con- 
tinue sample young sires. However, 
when selecting prospective bull mothers, 
cannot tolerate poor feet and legs, wide 
teats deep udders lack strength, 
matter how much milk the cow may have 
produced.” 

The milking cows are fed total mixed 
ration grain silage, cotton seed, grain, 
mineral mix, Mega-Lac and probiotic. 
Milking cows receive very little hay but 
graze when available. The quality graz- 
ing varies, with the best grazing time usu- 
ally being the fall and spring. However, 
the Mills find the summers poor time 
graze because the dry season and the heat. 
Dry cows are split into two groups, far-off 
and close-up (three weeks pre-partom). 
These groups both receive hay and grain 
mix. The close-up grain mix includes an- 
ionic salts because the high potassium 
levels their hay and grass. All the heifers 
are pasture and supplemented with hay 
and grain mix. The Mills try calve their 
heifers out months age, not 
forgetting the importance functional type. 

Marfred Farm has tried support all 
national programs, especially the young sire 
program. 

The foundation cow family Marfred 
Farms would have the Marfred Dea- 
con Bootsy Family. “Bootsy” was Excel- 
lent-90 with records 17,560M, 1,002F 
and 669P 9-03 365 days.

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Who Was Yeksa Sunbeam? 


ometimes only little wisps evidence 

snatches stories remain our 

memories bear witness some 
good done long ago. 

Fortunate indeed are the individuals who 
can look back upon such heritage, per- 
ceive its values. One such man John 
Erbach, the great grandson the original 
owner Helendale Farms, Inc., Mr. Fred 
Rietbrock. 

The breeding program started over 
years ago 1903, when the founder 
Helendale Farm, Fred Rietbrock, set out 
establish outstanding Guernsey herd. 
was Mr. Rietbrock who named the farm 
Helendale, after his wife Helen. The founder 
wanted large, rugged animals, which be- 
lieved would able thrive during the 
severe winter weather northern Wiscon- 
sin. 

Around the time Mr. Rietbrock was start- 
ing the Helendale herd, very prominent 
herd owned N.K. Fairbank Lake 
Geneva, Wisconsin, was dispersed. Several 
the best animals from this herd came 
Helendale. Mr. Rietbrock also became in- 
terested some the cows the “Yeksa” 
family. assist the selection his foun- 
dation herd, Mr. Rietbrock employed 
young man, Charles Hill Rosendale, 
Wisconsin. They obtained number fe- 
males the “Yeksa” family from 
Richardson Garden City, Minnesota, and 
H.D. Griswold West Salem, Wisconsin. 

Mr. Rietbrock was highly respected the 
lumber and farming community. was 
also well-known Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
where operated successful law firm. 
was one the charter members the 
Western Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
predecessor the Wisconsin Guernsey 


Breeders’ Association. 

September 30, 1905, one the cows 
purchased Mr. Rietbrock and Mr. Hill 
completed class world’s record for 
Guernsey cows over five years age. Yeska 
Sunbeam produced 14,920 pounds milk 
and 857 pounds butterfat 365 days. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Erbach Helendale Far, Inc., 


Athens, Wisconisn. 


Yeska Sunbeam not only became the cham- 
pion cow among the Guernseys, but the 
time her record, was the largest year’s 
record any cow the world, under the 
public supervision Advanced Regis- 
ter. She was the first cow produce butter- 
fat equivalent 1,000.01 pounds 
churned butter. This Yeksa’s Prince daugh- 
ter was born April 1895. Yeksa 
Sunbeams’s record brought fame and estab- 
lished tradition for the farm. 

One year later 1906, Mr. Rietbrock 
passed away, but the breeding program 
had just started was carried his son, 
Adolph Rietbrock and sons-in-laws, Will- 
iam Klann and William Erbach. Will- 
iam Erbach, who lived adjacent the 
farm Athens, took over the active man- 
agement and direction the breeding pro- 
gram. 

show herd was sent the second Na- 
tional Dairy Show held Chicago, 
October 19, 1907. this show, the herd 
received four first place ribbons and took 
home the title grand champion bull with 
Endymion. For number years follow- 
ing the record made Yeksa Sunbeam and 
the results produced the 1907 National 
Show, demand for animals from the herd 
continued until most the best stock was 
depleted. William Erbach continued 
operate the farm for many years and ac- 
quired reputation the community 
the promotion the Guernsey breed. 
August 1937, Guernsey jubilee cel- 
ebration Owen, Wisconsin, was pre- 
sented with inscribed Guernsey Jug 
recognition his achievements with the 
Helendale herd over period years. 

The farm was acquired the '20s 
William Erbach, the second son Wil- 
liam Erbach, when returned from the 
Army after the first World War. boy, 
young Bill had always been extremely in- 
terested Guernseys. was said that 
small boy, followed his grandfather, 
Fred Rietbrock, around the farm like 
shadow. could recite all the pedigrees 
the cows the farm, giving their 
records well knowing the 
records many the best cows 
the breed that time. During the pe- 
riod when many the better animals 
were being sold, young Bill managed 
purchase few head young 
stock liked the best. While was 
away college, and later when 
the Army, they were boarded out 
farmers who wanted get started 
with Guernseys. The agreement was 
that the farmer would get the milk 
production from the animals and 
have the increase. the time Bill 
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returned from the Army, had nice foun- 
dation herd the breeding liked. 
immediately set out find new sire 
good breeding and selected Meadowood 
Ultimus. Proof records this bull the 
basis dam-daughter comparisons, 
corrected mature basis, indicated in- 
crease 10.2 percent milk production 
and 3.7 percent butterfat the average 
for all the daughters. Bill apparently also 
had the instinct good breeder, but his 
early death ended the pattern planned 
follow. 

The farm was finally purchased Fred 
Erbach, the first son William 
Erbach, after the latter passed away. The 
farm was operated for several years with 
hired managers and during this time, the 
breeding program continued with bulls 
proved DHIA. Then the fourth genera- 
tion the farm came board, when Fred’s 
sons John Erbach and Thomas Erbach 
joined the team. 

For time, official records were discon- 
tinued and local county testing was main- 
tained every lactation every animal 
the herd. The milk sheets were still marked 
for every cow, every milking, and for 
every day long she was the herd. 
This had been going ever since the herd 
was founded 1903. While John man- 
aged the farm, the number milking cows 
was increased percent. During the 
same period, milk production increased 
percent. Tom was the secretary and trea- 
surer the corporation. also sched- 
uled the feeding the milking herd, 
bought the feed and looked after the health 
the animals and the breeding. John soon 
left the farm take position sales 
engineer, where could put his firsthand 
farm experience the sale manufac- 
tured product applied certain farm 
machinery. His younger brother, Thomas, 
remained the farm until its dispersal 
1956. 

Today, Helendale Farms, Inc. Athens, 
Wisconsin, longer exists except our 
memories. Tom, the last Erbach manage 
the farm, passed away September 
1997. However, his brother John helps keep 
the history alive with his memories. John 
and Tom’s wife Donna, still have many in- 
teresting records the early history the 
farm, which were actually established 
promote better farming methods the new 
land. Included these records large 
picture Yeksa Sunbeam and her original 
cow sheet with all her milk weights.

The Third World Guernsey Conference Held The U.S. 


100th anniversary The Ameri- 

can Guernsey Cattle Club presented 

the setting for The World Guernsey 
Conference, September through Octo- 
ber 1977. Fifty-nine Guernsey breeders 
from six foreign countries which included 
Australia, Canada, Costa Rica, England, Isle 
Guernsey and the Republic South Af- 
rica joined the United States delegation 
tour dairy operations through Michi- 
gan, Indiana, and Wisconsin. 


Sunday, September 25, 1977... 

Members the Third World Guernsey 
Conference tour strolled through Henry 
Ford Museum and Greenfield Village 
viewing the pioneer spirit which built 
America. The most studied area the tour 
group was the Gwinn Dairy Collection, 
which pointed out history the cow, the 
milking process, her products and the de- 
velopment the dairy business. Another 
feature included line-up many antique 
milk bottles and wooden milk wagon that 
delivered milk door-to-door. 

The conference tourists joined that 
evening discuss many facts the Guern- 
sey breed each the seven represented 
countries and how they could unify their 
aims and goals across the world. The ses- 
sion was opened AGCC President Norm 
McClelland and Executive Secretary Max 
Dawdy. President McClelland then opened 
the floor all the representatives each 
country express their thoughts. 


Monday, September 26, 1977... 

Near Hickory Corners, Michigan, the 
World Guernsey Tour visited the famous 
Kellogg Farm herd known for its high lev- 
els milk production. Kellogg, research 
unit land-grant Michigan State Univer- 
sity, was gift the University W.K. 
Kellogg, founder the Kellogg Cereal 
Company Battle Creek. 

transport from Kellogg the motel, 
the tour jogged off Kellogg Bird Sanctu- 
ary Wintergreen Lake, Michigan, where 
more than species swans, geese, ducks 
and many other wild make their home. 

session that evening focused the 
present and future dairy cattle breeding. 
Dr. C.E. Meadows from Michigan State 
University outlined the research necessary 
for dairy cattle breeding and stressed the 
need for sampling more young Guernsey 
bulls each year. Another Michigan State 
University researcher and instructor, Dr. 
Ivan Mao, highlighted the “Type Traits 


Guernsey Cattle” and explained the 
changes Guernsey classification system 
from its beginning 1946 present day. 

Representatives English Guernsey 
Cattle Society, R.A. Badcock and J.R. 
Horrell, summarized the philosophy sire 
proving and sire summaries England. Dr. 
E.B. Burnside, professor the University 
Guelph, Ontario, Canada, drew contrasts 
between Canadian and American sire evalu- 
ation methods and commented Canada’s 
current research interests. Western Ontario 
Breeders, Canada, was represented 
Murray Reissner who overviewed the young 
sire sampling program Canada. 


Tuesday, September 27, 1977...

Animal model refers system cow 
and bull evaluations which the genetic 
merit all relatives plus the animal’s own 
performance are used estimate the 
animal’s genetic merit.

traits. The multi-trait animal model pro- 
duces simultaneous solutions for all lin- 
ear type traits, even type trait miss- 
ing for given cow.

ing Predicted Transmitting Ability (PTA) 
based the cows own appraisal. Heri- 
tability estimates generally increased for 
Ayrshire, Guernsey, Jersey and Red and 
White average 0.02 0.07 over 
estimates used with the sire model. For Red 
and White, Holstein estimates are used. 
Heritability estimates decreased the av- 
erage for Brown Swiss and Milking Short- 
horn (-0.03 -0.04), indicating they may 
have been slightly too high with the sire 
model.
